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ATTACHMENT TO ADVISORY ACTION 

Applicants have submitted an Amendment to the Final Office Action on August 15, 
2003. The Amendment has been entered. 

The following comments are added to further elaborate on the Examiner's position 
relative to the applicability of the Grierson teaching against the claims. First, applicants have 
narrowed the claims by using a "consisting essentially" of clause. Using such a phrase places the 
burden on applicants to show that any materials not listed in the claim and allegedly taught by 
the prior art materially effect the overall composition of the claimed material. Applicants have 
not done this. Furthermore, it is noted that applicants have recited that the remainder of the 
material in the composition is a binder material. And by disclosure, this remainder material is a 
provided from list of materials such as nickel and iron or Mo, Co, Cu, Al, Si, Hf, Ru, Rd and Re 
(see page 6 of the specification). Second, the fact that the claimed tool involves a tool body 
formed "to receive copper or a copper allow in the solid state" (claim 1), does not preclude a tool 
of that shown by Grierson where the tool is used with material in the molten state. This is the 
case because the tool will "receive" the material as it transitions into the solid state. 
Accordingly, the rejection of the claims over the Grierson teaching is tenable.
